Houston, Texas, September 11.—Ne- 
gro soldiers of the Twenty-fourth 
United States infantry had planned a 
riot of bloodshed among the white resi- 
dents of Houston two days before the 
deadly outbreak, which cost the lives 
of fifteen Houston citizens August 23, 
according to the report of the civilian 
board of inquiry which reported to 
the Houston city council tonight. The 
report also criticised Superintendent of 
Police Brook for “his inability to en- 
force discipline among the police and 
declares that “he is not qualified for 
the position he holds.” 

Tlie committee is of the opinion that 
the riot undoubtedly was precipitated 
by two arrests of negroes made by 
the police, “although sufficient evi- 
dence was presented at the hearing to 
reveal the fact that a serious dis- 
turbance was intended by some of the 
megro soldiers before leaving Houston 
and the arrests referred to simply 
brought it to a head sooner and per- 
haps intensified the crimes which fol- 
lowed. ° 

Negroes *  ¢t Forth to Slay. 

Continuing the committee says that 
the “undisputed and: convincing testi- 
mony of witnesses proves that the ne- 
fro soldiers went forth to slay the 
white population indiscriminately; that 
no negro was hurt or molested by 
them, not one negro home was fired 
into and that the negroes were warned 


before and during the riot to stay off! 


the streets. 

“The testimony of Ahe captain in 
charge of the fire station at Camp 
Logan and one of his assistants is that 
when the shooting began in the negro 
camp one of the negro guards sta- 
tioned at the fire station remarked 
that the troops were going to shoot 
up Houston; that they had planned to 
do so on the preceding Tuesday night, 
but could not get quite ready. 

“This testimony and the testimony of 
numerous other circumgg@ances in the 
record convince us (and —™® opinion is 
shared by Inspector Genero \ John lL. 
Chamberlain of the United States army, 
who so expressed himself to us) that 
the prior #eiflicts with the police were 
LG ‘nts of the riot; that the riot 

“,Qestionably contemplated prior 
to that date, that it probably would 
have occurred, though possibly not so 
severe, had the altercation between po- 
liee officers and the negro sergeant, 
Baltimore, not taken place.” 

Negro Troops Were Arrogant. 

The report declares that shortly 
after the arrival of the negro troops in 
Houston there was manifested by at 


least some of them a feeling of hostil-* 


ity and defiance of the state law re- 
quiring the separation of white: and 
negro races,in the street cars; that 
when on leave of absence from the 
camp the soldiers usually frequented 
those sections of Houston and those 
establishments where tthe lewd and 
lawless elements of tk* negro popula- 
tiog are to be found that the negro 
soldiers while on gu: f duty at Camp 
Logan were arrogaat and insulting 
toward white laborers, seizing the 
most trivial circumstances as an ex- 
cuse to curse and abuse them: that the 
discipline existing at the camp was 
grossiy lax in moral conditions; lewd 
negro women, some mere children 12 
years of age. being permitted to freely 
visit the camp and remain there over 
night, and that such women were per- 
mitted to bring parcels into the camp 
without inspection by the sentries, 
keeping the soldiers liberally supplied 
with whisky and other intoxicants.

New York, September 11.—(By Asso<- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—The internal situation in 
Russia still remains grave and chaotic, 
and just how it will be solved it is im- 
possible to forecast. Apparently, how- 
ever, the chasm of discord has so wid- 
ened that either M. Kerensky, head of 
the provisional government, or Gen- 
eral Korniloff, the deposed command- 
er-in-chief of the army, who is oppos- 
ing Kerensky and who demands almost 
dictatorial powers, will be engulfed. 

At the present moment neither side 
seems willing to make concessions, 
Kerensky, at the head of the govern- 
ment in Petrograd, is bending all his 
energy toward suppression of the tur- 
moil created by Korniloff and his fol- 
lowers, while Korniloff reported to 
be approaching Petrograd with troops 
in order to lay siege to the capital.

They did not 
contain all the information the foreign 
minister desired, and the Argentine 
ambassador was instructed to see Sec- 
retary Lansing immediately, presum- 
ably for the purpose of obtaining more 
details. 

A high official of the foreign office 
said this afternoon that Count Lux- 
burg, the German charge, would be 
handed his passports, but action by the 
government awaits the result of the 
conference between Ambassador Naon 
and Secretary Lansing.

New York, September 11.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The Russian troops on the 
Riga front apparently are still 
peding the Germans in their attempts 
at further advances into Russia and 
in the south, along the Bukowina 
frontier, as in lower Rumania, where 
they are operating in conjunction with 
the Rumanians, they have taken the 
offensive and won victories over the 
Teutonic allies. 

Around Verdun the fighting between 
the French and the Germans has died 
down to intermittent artillery duels, 
the ‘Germans having ceased their vio- 
lent counter attacks to regain lost 
positions. In Champagne there has 
been a resumption of somewhat vio- 
lent operations in which General Pe- 
tain’s forces have won successes. 

From the Belgian coast well down 
into Flanders the artillery duels con- 
tinue of a most violent nature, but 
with Field Marshal Haig’s guns ap- 
parently doing the major portion of 
the work.

The Westwego was en route to Eu- 
rope, and from the fact that she was 
cruising in company with other mer- 
chant craft, navy officers assumed that 
the fleet was under convoy of naval 
vessels, probably of American destroy- 
ers. The tanker reported September 8, 
the fight having occurred September 6.

White Selectmen to Make 
Up Second Contingent of 


National Army on Sep- 
tember 19. 


The second movement of selectmen 
for the national army cantonment at 
Camp Gordon will be made beginning 
September 19, and will be composed of 
40 per cent of the white registrants of 
from Provost Marshal General Crowder 
received yesterday by the adjutant 
general. 

The announcement that 
call will be. composed entirely of 
white selectmen comes as a surprise 
to military authorities, but the action 
of the government in refusing to order 
the movement of negroes is explained 
by the fact that federal officials, real- 
izing that some adequate solution must 
be arrived at in southern camps, are 
hard at work to solve the problem of 
race segregation in the army camps. 

At the same time it was stated by 
officials in charge of draft operations 
in Georgia that a movement of 40 per 
cent of the negro selectmen ofthe state 
will be made on October 3. By that 
time the government will have decided 


the second 


in southern camps or remove them to 
the north. 

It is also stated that in some coun- 
ties, particularly those in south Geor- 
gia, where there is a large per cent of 
negro population and where the local 
boards have been unable to consider 
claims of negroes and whites to the 
extent of certifying’a 40 per cent quota 
sf white selectmen, a smaller per cent 
will be called and the difference be- 
tween the per cent actually secured 
and the required 40 per cent will be 
called from counties having a larger 
white population. 

Apportioning of Negroes. 

In this manner some few counties 
will supply quotas ranging from 10 to 
20 per cent of their whité registrants 
and others, with predominating white 
population, will be called upon for 
from 50 to 60 per cent quotas. The 
temporary inequality of this situation 
will later be remedied when the negro 
selectmen are called, at which time 
counties supplying more than their 40 


per cent quotas will be credited with 
the number of extra men they call. 

The exact wording of the telegram 
from General Crowder is as follows: 

“Send 40 per cent of your quota to 
mobilization camps beginning Septem- 
ber 19. This installment is to be made 
up exclusively of white men. To com- 
pensate for local boards in which the 
proportion of negroes so far predom- 
inates as to prevent sending 40 per cent 
of their quotas, additional white men 
must be sent from other boards, thus 
completing 40 per cent for the entire 
state on the scheduled datas of entrain- 
ment.” _ 

This second call for selectmen il} 
mean that approximately 7,350 whits 
men will be added to the forces§ al- 
ready mobilized at Camp Gordon. The 
movement will require about five days’ 
time, and by close co-operation with 
railroads of the state, draft officials 
state that no special troop trains will 
be necessary.

TRUCKS TO BE TESTED AS RIVALS 
OF TRAINS OVER DIXIE ROUTES 


A military motor truck test in which 
two or more two-ton trucks used in the 
transportation of army supplies used at Fort 
Oglethorpe from the quartermaster’s depot 
in this city will be made within the next 
two or three weeks between Atlanta and 
Fort Oglethorpe. A careful record of costs 
and time required to make the trip will be 
kept for comparison with the record of costs 
and time consumed in the handling of a 
similar shipment by train. Dry weather 
will, of course, be chosen to make the trip 
in order to have conditions appropriate to 
what they would be if the Rome and Dalton 
routes of the Dixie highway were available 
for military use. 


It is believed that the test, which will 
be watched with great interest in army and 
road circles on account of the importance 
of the transportation problem at the pres- 
ent time, will show a material saving in 
time required by the use of a motor truck, 
and in all probability a considerable saving 
in cost, when the expenses incident to the 
delivery of the supplies to the freight depot 
by truck and their rehandling by truck from 
the freight gdlepot at the point of delivery to 
the quartermaster’s warehouse at Fort Ogle- 
thorpe, is taken into consideration. 


Army Officers Interested. 


Chairman Mark K. Wilson, C. D. Little 
and Ernest W. Holmes, of a special com- 
mittee from the Chattanooga Automobdile 
club, together with V. D. L. Robinson, sec- 
retary of the Dixie Highway assoviation, 
also of Chattanooga, and Captain A. T. Dal- 
ton, U. 8. Q. M. C., post quartermaster at 
Fort Oglethorpe, came to Atlanta yesterday 
for the purpose of taking up the question 
of holding this motor: truck test with Major 
R. D. Powers, U. 8. Q. M. C., depot quar- 
termaster, and with the Atlanta Automobile 
club and the Georgia State automobile asso- 
clation. The heartiest co-operation was 
given the committee by Major Powers and 
the Atlanta club and the Georgia State asso- 
clation. 


Major. Powers manifested his interest in 
the test by assuring the Chattanooga ana 
Atlanta clubs that he would pleased to 
furnish the supplies to be transported by 
truck to Fort Oglethorpe on the date to 
be named for the test. He stated he would 
furnish the committees with the data show- 
ing the time required under ordinary condi- 
tions for making a similar shipment by 
train as well as the cost of handling by 
freight. For the data on rail transportation, 
Major Powers stated that he would consider

the arrival of the trucks at the warehouse 
as equivalent to the receipt of a telegraphic 
order from Captain Dalton, the post quar- 
termaster at Fort Oglethorpe. Time would 
be recorded from this noint. Captain Dal- 
ton will provide the data on the cost and 
time consumed of handling the freight from 
the railway station to his supply depot. Cap- 
tain Dalton will also provide the military 
guard for the shipment by truck. The motor 
truck shipment will be equally divided be- 
tween the Rome and Dalton routes in order 
that a record may be made of the condition 
of both of these roads. 


Committee of Atlantans. 


At the luncheon of the executive commit- 
tee of the Atlanta Automobile club held at 
the Ansley at 1 o'clock yesterday at which 
the Chattanoogans were the guests of the 
club, the heartiest co-operation was pledged 
in making the test. A committee composed 
of Wylie West, chairman, G. W. Hanson and 
John Lottridge was promptly appointed tu 
work with the Chattanooga committee, the 
Dixie Highway association and the govern- 
ment officials. The combined committees of 
the two clubs will work out the details. Pre- 
liminary preparations were made at the 
luncheon for a number of cars from Atlanta 
to accompany the trucks on the trip to Fort 
Oglethorpe. Meetings will be held at all 
of the towns through which the trucks will 
pass. 

Aside from the value of securing definite 
data relative to the use of motor trucks for 
government and commercial use on hauls of 
a distance of one hundred and twenty-five 
to one hundred and forty miles, and the em- 
Phasis which the test will place on the 
need of constPuction of military roads, it 
is believed that the test will point the way 
to a valuable aid in the solution of the 
transportation problem. Attention has been 
called to the fact that when five per cent 
of the draft army was moved together with 
supplies for the use of these camps, several 
of the roads found it necessary to place a 
temporary embargo on all commercial ship- 
ments. The transportation problem, it is 
stated, promises to be even more serious when 
the government begins in earnest to move 
troops and supplies for its vast army. The 
use of motor trucks on reasonably short 
hauls will serve to release freight cars for 
the longer hauls and for government use. 
It will also serve to demonstrate that the 
greatest need in the construction of through 
highways is for commercial purposes rather 


than merely for the use of pleasure cars.

“The terrible tragedy at Hawkinsville I 
believe to be but the result of a disordered 
mind, and because the law breakers hap- 
pened to be Syrians in no way indicates that 
our race is rebellious.

HEALTH CONDITIONS IN #UBLIC SCHOOLS. 


“Recently I visited one of the largest 
Public schools in a big eastern city and there 
Witnessed the calisthenics,. marching and 
breathing, carried on INDOORS, and in air 
laden with dust, and I felt certain that 
Such exercises in that environment could not 


do the children the good they should, but on 


the contrary might be productive of a great 
deal of harm. The superintendent and teach- 
ers agreed with me on the insanitary con- 
dition and possible harmful consequences—" 

Possible? Look at the coryzas and sore 
throats and adenoids and enlarged tonsils 
featured in the medical inspectors’ reports! 

“Possible consequences,” continues the 
foremost American authority on the pre- 
vention of tuberculosis, Dr. S. Adolphus 
Knopf, “but said they were unable to change 
conditions because of lack of space. The 
little yard attached to the school, serving 
48 an outdoor playground, was far too small 
to accommodate all the children.” 

If it were arithmetic or geography, in- 


Stead of physical training, the superintendent’ 


and teachers could change conditions. The 
children would be divided into classes of a 
size each teacher could yield,’ and they 
would report in the school yard at regular 
periods, and get their physical training. That 
is usually the way schools are conducted 
when superintendents and teachers are really 
expected to show results. But physical 
training, the health of the school child, hy- 
giene, and all that is too often regarded as 
a mere fad by many teachers and superin- 
tendents—particularly anemic, nervous teach- 
ers and mollycoddle, liver-padded euperin- 
tendents who use tonics instead of hygiene. 

In peace or war, what good is a sickly 
man or woman? What chance has an in- 
dividual to make a success in life if his 
health is impaired at the very outset by bad 
training or no training? 

Do parents care a hang about the health 
of their children? Yes, they care a great 
many hangs, when the little ones begin to 
pine and fall behind because of failing 
health How rarely parents show any ac- 
tive interest in the physical training given 
at school. These parents, for instance, how 
much do they care for the future health 
of the children who are denied proper open 
air exercise because of a mere antipathy of 
teachers and superintendents to such so0- 
called nonsense? 

When publie school conditions make the 
children sick, they make the teachers sick. 
They make Dr. Knopf tired. They would 
make any sensible person tired. Have you 
visited your child’s school lately?

New York, September 11.—6trong 
gains, made in the cotton market dur- 
ing the early part of the day, when 
October sold up to 20.90 and Decem- 
ber to 20.75, representing 60 to 65 
points net advance, were not entirely 
maintained because of -realizing near 
the close, inspired by disquieting Rus- 
sian news, and final prices were 44 to 
563 points net higher. 

There was a good deal of Liverpool 
buying after the opening, which was 
partly supplied by large sales credited 
to western accounts. In addition a 
covering movement of large volume 


took place, impelled by low tempera- 
tures over the belt, notably the south- 
west, and by a government storm 
warning from the Caribbean sea. 

e opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 16 to 23 ints. According to 
a well-known southern authority con- 
dition figures showed a decline of 4.5 
points first half of the month, which 
compared with 4.9 points decline 
for the full month last year. 
This was considered quite bullish and 
helped strengthen the early market. 
Advices from the south were some- 
what conflicting, those from Texas re- 
porting a good spot demand on a high- 
er basis, while others, from the east- 
ern belt, said the demand was tempo- 
rary, to cover September shorts, and 
that exporters were buying’ very spar- 
ingly with the movement increasing. 

October contracts, because of an em- 
bargo on shipments from Galvéston to 
New York, and the small stock of cot- 
ton here available for delivery, were 
relatively strong throughout the day.

New Orleans,. September 11.—An ad- 
vancing tendency was again displayed 
by cotton here today. prices standing $3 
a bale up at the best levels of the ses- 
sion. Reports of crop deterioration 
were the main factors. Increasing the 
disposition to buy, were accounts of 
continual improvement in the spot de- 
mand and the warnings regarding the 
tropical disturbance in the Caribbean 
Bea. 

The opening was at the advance, and 
‘in the early trading prices improved 
about 40 points. A feature was a pri- 
vate bureau report on condition show- 
ing a loss of 4.5 points since the last 
government report carrying the crop 
down to August 25. The rains in Texas 
were considered unfavorable, and low 
temperatures over the belt generally 
caused nervousness. among shorts, 
because it was feared they presaged an 
early fall. 

With several minor setbacks, the ad- 
vance was gradually widened until, in 
the early afternoon the most active 
months were 59 to 65 points up. Real- 
izing by early buyers pared the gain 
down somewhat toward the end, closin 
prices showing a net rise of 43 to 4 
points.
